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Italian Industry and Trade (Page 626) 

Improved figures for industry, trade and unemploy- 
ment help to strengthen the conviction that the worst 
phase of the crisis is passing, writes the Commercial 
Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Rome, and the aver- 
age Italian is comforted by the reflection that he is 
somewhat better off than his neighbours. The United 
Kingdom's share in Italy’s import trade last year was 
8-9 per cent. of the total, as compared with 9-4 per 
cent. in 1931, but a small favourable balance was 
achieved as against an unfavourable one of over 100 
million lire in the previous year. 


Shipping Movements at U.K. Ports (Page 629) 

The net tonnage of vessels arriving in the foreign 
trade during September with cargo showed an in- 
crease of 9-4 per cent. as compared with the corre- 
sponding month of last year, while departures with 
cargo were of 3°6 per cent. greater tonnage. Arrivals 
in ballast were 3-0 per cent. larger and departures 9-0 
per cent. greater. Coasting trade arrivals and depar- 
tures with cargo rose by 5:7 and 5°5 per cent. respec- 
tively, and ballast movements were 9:1 and 9:7 per 
cent. heavier. In the third quarter of 1933 the foreign 
trade showed an increase of 4:5 per cent. in cargo en- 
trances and of about 3-0 per cent. in cargo clearances 
as compared with September quarter, 1932; ballast 
entrances were slightly smaller but clearances 3-4 per 
cent. larger. 


The Scrapping of Old Ships (Page 636) 

A reduction of about three millions to an estimated 
total of 12 million tons in laid-up world tonnage is 
accounted for by the increase in the scrapping of old 
ships rather than by any general absorption into 
operation, states the Report for 1932-33 of Lloyd's 
Register of Shipping. It adds that over 184 million 
tonnage afloat is over 20 years old and provides indi- 





cations that the bottom of the shipbuilding slump has 
been reached. 
Overseas Trade of Australia (Page 637) 

Imports of merchandise into the Commonwealth 
during the twelve months ended with June last were 
of 29 per cent. greater value, while exports from 
Australia were only 4 per cent. above those of the 
previous fiscal year. Nevertheless, the favourable 
balance of trade in commodities was still nearly £214 
million sterling, as compared with £302 million ster- 
ling twelve months before. 


Increased British Trade with Finland (Page 641) 

In the first eight months of 1933. imports into Fin- 
land from the United Kingdom were valued at 494 
million marks, or 20-6 per cent. of the total, as com- 
pared with 385 million marks, or 19°4 per cent., and 
261 million marks, or 12-2 per cent., in the corre- 
sponding period of 1932 and 1931 respectively. 


French Foreign Trade (Page 642) 
Imports show a decline of 2°3 per cent. and exports 
a decrease of 7°5 per cent. in value for the first nine 
months of 1933 as compared with January- 
September, 1932. 


Irish Free State Duties (Page 644) 
An additional import duty of 20 per cent. ad 
valorem has been imposed on certain articles of 
apparel. 


New Zealand Agreement with Australia (Page 646) 
Completion of a Trade Agreement is reported 
under which Customs Tariff preference is to be 
sranted by each country to the other. The terms of 
the Agreement, which is now being considered by 
the New Zealand Parliament, are summarised accord- 
ing to cable advices to hand. .

ITALY 
THE ** CORPORATIVE’’ STATE AND FOREIGN TRADE 


There has been of late years, *writes the Commercial 
Counsellor to H.M. Embassy at Rome, a general grow- 
ing realisation of the importance of the psychological 
factor in national and international economic affairs, 
and in few countries has the operation of this factor 
been more strikingly apparent than in Italy. In his 
recent Budget speech, the Italian Minister of Finance, 
Signor Jung, stated that the whole Italian financial 
machine ‘‘ was based on confidence in the State and 
in the wisdom of the Head of the Government.”’ Signor 
Jung might have added, and indeed, by implication, in 
the further course of his speech aid say, that this 
‘“ confidence *’ was the basis of the whole economic 
fabric of the country. 

One of the manifestations—and causes—of this con- 
fidence is the strong position of the lira. As leaders of 
Italian publie finance are not slow to point out, while 
in other and richer countries it has been necessary to 
depart from the gold standard, Italy has not done so, 
and, as has frequently been officially stated, has no 
intention of so doing. That this should be possible is 
ascribed primarily to wise policy, which has resolutely 
set its face against loans abroad; to such good purpose 
that to-day the foreign debt of the Italian State (apart, 
of course, from war debts) is only about 80 million 
dollars. (Loans abroad by municipalities and one or 
two large industrial concerns, do not, it is said, amount 
to more than about 200 million dollars.) 

So far as can be judged, moreover, very few lire are 
held abroad, privately, and the sale of the national

currency, except for bona fide business transactions, 1s 
strictly discouraged. Indeed, it is argued that the un- 
fortunate experience of those who have had foreign 
investments is in itself sufficient deterrent from any 
‘ export ’’ of lire. Furthermore, steps have been taken 
to ensure that by the end of 1940 the loss on the 
Government’s holdings of pre-1931 sterling will have 
been wiped off. 


THE BALANCE OF TRADE 


Again, while like all other countries Italy has 
suffered and continues to suffer sorely from the world 
crisis her adverse trade balance is tending to decrease. 
lor 1932 this balance was reduced to 1,446,210,797 
lire on a total trade turnover of 15,068,663,119 lire 
(provisional figures), as compared with an average 
adverse balance of 5,893,177,105 lire on a total average 
turnover of 34,347,226,877 lire for the years 1926-31. 
(The adverse balance for 19382, was, however, actually 
some 13 million lire greater than in the preceding year.) 
During the first six months of the current year this 
movement was continued: imports (according to the 
preliminary figures) being 3,919 million lire, and ex- 
ports 3,126 million lire, yielding an adverse trade 
balance of 793 million lire, as compared with an 
adverse trade balance of 1,257 million lire resulting 
from the 4,726 million lire of imports and 3,469 million 
lire of exports during the corresponding months of 
1982. 

Not only does the Italian see that the adverse trade 
balance of his country is being gradually reduced, but 
it is confidently maintained that Italy’s ‘* invisible 
export ’’ revenue, in so far at any rate as it is derived

from the ‘‘ tourist ’’ industry—another branch of 
national activity to which Signor Mussolini has devoted 
personal attention—is showing an improvement. 


The gold holdings of the Bank of Italy have shown 
a progressive upward tendency, and in June of the 
current year gold held at home had reached over 50 per 
cent. of the note circulation. Reserves in the form of 
foreign bills and balances abroad have, meantime, been 
further reduced. 


THE IMPROVEMENT IN PuBLic SERVICES 


No visitor to Italy, still less a native of the country, 
can be blind to the marked improvement that has taken 
place of recent years in the public services, and the 
magnitude of the public works that are being carried 
out. Some description of these will be found in the 
section of the Commercial Counsellor’s Report dealing 
with communications, and the reader is also referred to 
that section in which a short account is given of the 
systematic land reclamation and _ settlement pro- 
gramme, the importance of which, both from an 
economic and from the social point of view, is very 
considerable. The Italian also believes, and the pub- 
lished statistics justify that belief, that success is 
attending the methods adopted to handle the un- 
employment question, and in the organisation of the 
social services. 


Although only a few individual manifestations of 
modern Italian economic development are cited (only 
indirect reference, for instance, is made to the very 
numerous measures taken to improve the agricultural 
output, and it must be borne in mind that Italy is, 
before all else, an agricultural country), they will, it is 
hoped, be sufficient to illustrate and, in some measure 
at least, to explain, the spirit of self-confidence with 
which the genius of one man has succeeded in inspiring 
the bulk of his countrymen. 


These individual instances must, however, be re- 
garded against the general background of the economic 
aspect of what is, in fact, a great experiment in evolv- 
ing a form of social economic life, more suitable, 
according to its protagonists, to the conditions, social, 
economic and ethical, obtaining in the world to-day, 
than that which most of the rest of the civilised world 
is endeavouring to adapt to altered circumstances. 


THe THEORY OF THE CORPORATIVE ’’ STATE 


Endeavour has been made in the section of the 
Report headed ‘‘ Social Economic Questions *’ to give 
a short and objective account, from the Italian point of 
view, of the application, so far as it has at present 
advanced, of the ‘‘ Corporative ’’ idea to the organisa- 
tion of industry and commerce in Fascist Italy. The 
fundamental thought underlying the ‘‘ Corporative °’ 
idea is that the nation exists as the result of pro- 
ductive effort, and that all productive effort—and 
private initiative is admitted to be the most valuable 
form of such effort—must therefore be “‘ disciplined ”’ 
for the benefit of the whole, that is to say, of the State. 


Great wisdom—and a wisdom not often found among 
those inspired by enthusiasm for a new ideal—has been 
shown in the gradual application of the theory, and in 
the commonsense and, sometimes perforce opportunist, 
compromise, effected between theory and practice. 
Mistakes have been made but Italian advocates of 
‘‘ Corporative ’’ organisation of the economic life of 
the country claim, as a minimum, that Italy to-day is 
in a somewhat better position than her neighbours, 
and find therein additional ground for confidence in 
the future. To-day, such an advocate can well say, 
and point to the series of measures culminating in the 
constitution of the Istituto di Ricostruzione Industriale 
to support his contention, that in Italy individual 
uneconomic undertakings are being eliminated, and 
their gradual liquidation ensured; the remaining 
economically potential undertakings, or new ones, are 
being carefully organised, and all the national forces 
co-ordinated and disciplined with a view to increasing 
the trade of the country and developing export markets

against the time when the hoped for economic revival 
commences. Strikes and lock-outs have been made 
illegal, and machinery set up for settling labour 
disputes and handling the unemployment question. 


The advocate of ‘‘ Corporativism ”’ will admit that 
this machinery is expensive, but the actual cost to the 
individual member of the State is, he claims, probably 
less than the losses and expenses caused, directly and 
indirectly, to individuals of nations not so organised, 
by less ** disciplinary ’’ schemes of economic recon- 
struction on the one hand, and by strikes and lock-outs 
and expensive and non-productive unemployment relief 
on the other. As a final argument, he will state, and 
it will be difficult to gainsay him, that, if the world 
economic débdcle is imminent, Italy disciplined and 
organised as she is to-day, should be able to maintain 
her present standard of life or something nearly 
approaching it, somewhat longer than her neighbours. 
This, however, is the pessimistic view. Since the 
average man is not a pessimist, the average Italian 
believes that ‘‘ things will get better’’ within a 
measurable future, and that, thanks to the organisation 
and discipline to which he is to-day submitting himself, 
his country will be better fitted to reap the benefit of 
more prosperous times than those others which have 
not adopted the system to which he feels his growing 
strength is due. 


It is in the spirit of self-confidence so engendered 
that the Italians are facing with comparative 
equanimity the burdens which the consequent adhesion 
to the policy that has been adopted entail for to-day 
and for the future. A heavy load of industrial losses 
was inherited from the past, which seriously menaced 
the banking situation. The measures culminating with 
the creation of the Institute for Industrial Reconstruc- 
tion, tc supplement the activities of the Istituto 
Mobiliare Italiano, are directed to spread the incidence 
of those losses over so broad a basis, and their liquida- 
tion over so long a period, that the shock to the 
economic stability of the country, which at one time 
was feared, will be avoided. These measures, though 
undoubtedly costly, are boldly conceived, and have 
inspired confidence not only in Italy, but also among 
foreign observers. 


STATE FINANCES 


Another more serious cause for misgiving is the grow- 
ing deficit in the State accounts. A part of the debt 
thus incurred is consolidated; the remainder (nearly 
eight and a half milliard lire, at the end of April, 1933) 
is floating debt. In the Budget speech already referred 
to, Signor Jung recognised that the figures he had to 
quote in regard to the deficit were formidable; he was 
not, however, disturbed by them. After drawing 
attention to the great works of public utility and the 
measures of unemployment relief carried out and en- 
visaged by the Government, the Minister of Finance 
went on to stress the fact that the floating debt was 
no longer financed by Treasury Bonds, but in the main 
by interest-bearing postal bonds. These did not repre- 
sent a short term speculative, but really a capital, in- 
vestment of the national savings. As regards the con- 
solidated portion of the debt, the Minister said that he 
would only repeat what had previously been affirmed, 
namely that the Government would not proceed to any 
form of forced conversion. Signor Jung also referred to 
the comforting fact that on May 30, 1933, the Govern- 
ment had liquid cash to the value of 1,811 million lire 
standing to its credit in the Bank of Italy. 

It was pointed out that Italy, without awaiting the 
results of the Disarmament Conference, had cut down 
the expenditure on her fighting forces by some 360 
million lire, while in every other direction compatible 
with the efficient carrying out of the programme of 
national development and organisation, the greatest 
economy was being exercised. 

It was difficult to arrive at an exact estimate of the 
national savings, but the Minister was satisfied after a 
careful and comprehensive examination of the data

available, that annual ‘‘ new savings *’ were sufficient 
for the national needs of to-day and to-morrow, pro- 
vided the employment of these new savings was 
properly co-ordinated, and that the whole life of the 
nation were inspired by a conscious parsimony. (Refer- 
ence may here be made to the fact that the issue of 
Treasury bonds in the early part of 1932 was eagerly 
taken up and over-subscribed by the public, who also 
readily absorbed later bond issues, including the 
milliard issue for the Institute for Industrial Recon- 
struction in the early part of the current year, and the 
600 million lire 44 per cent. bond issue in June, in 
connection with the railway electrification scheme. In 
each of these instances the proportion of ‘‘ small ’’ 
subscribers was considerable.) 


STATE DIRECTION OF SAVINGS AND INDUSTRY 


lt is of interest to note that Signor Jung, in the 
course of his speech, stated that in the conception of 
the Fascist State, national savings could not be re- 
garded as res nullius; they had not only to be safe- 
guarded and controlled, but, seeing that their direction 
towards certain investments rather than others could 
at certain times have grave repercussions on the life of 
the nation, their distribution must be guided and 
directed by the State. 


This conception of the guiding function of the State 
in industrial enterprise is also evidenced by the enact- 
ment, in January last, of a law whereby the erection 
of new, or the extension of existing, plants in certain 
industries may only be undertaken with the sanction 
of the State. 


Great efforts are made to stimulate consumption in 
the country itself of the products of local industry—the 
advocates of the “‘ Buy Italian’’ campaign pointing out 
that support afforded by an assured consumption in the 
home market will strengthen the hand of Italian pro- 
ducers in their efforts to develop their foreign trade. 


Export TRADE DEVELOPMENT 


This question of extending Italian trade in already 
known markets, and of finding an entry into overseas 
markets which have hitherto been practically un- 
touched, is very much in the foreground, both among 
the leading business institutions and in Government 
circles, and it is of interest to note that the 1938-34 
Budget contains an increased appropriation for the 
[talian Commercial Diplomatic Service. 

From the section of the Report dealing with trade it 
will be seen that, while, like all other countries, Italy 
was affected by the prevailing crisis, the results ob- 
tained were, all things considered, gratifying. Perhaps 
the outstanding feature in regard to the Italian export 
trade of recent times is the increasing severity of the 
Japanese competition on the important Eastern and 
Mediterranean markets. Every effort is being made to 
meet this competition, as also the difficulties experi- 
enced in other directions, by improved organisation, and 
by reducing costs of production, in which latter con- 
nection note should be taken of the wage reductions 
that have been effected. 


(GFENERAL ECONOMIC OUTLOOK 


Improved figures for industry, trade and unemploy- 
ment help to strengthen the conviction that, bad though 
the circumstances still are, the worst phase of the 
crisis is passing, and an era is about to commence which 
will be characterised by a return towards, if not pros- 
perity, at least easier conditions. The Minister of 
Finance, it may be remarked, when recently advising 
his countrymen of the burdens which, under the 
economic policy of the Government, have to be borne, 
warned them that no one must be deluded into thinking 
that there could be rapid increases in commodity prices, 
or rapid changes in consuming capacity. There would 
be an improvement, but it could be neither rapid nor 
immediate. 
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While it is recognised that the fiscal burden is heavy, 
the average Italian is persuaded that he is ‘‘ getting a 
return for his money,’’ and is comforted by the reflec- 
tion that he is somewhat better off than his neighbours. 
The high quotation of his national currency confirms 
him in this conviction, and, though perhaps he has not, 
as yet, taken into full account the sacrifices he may 
be called upon to make in order to keep the lira on the 
gold basis, it seems likely that those sacrifices will, if it 
comes to the point, be made without undue murmur. 

Italy’s bold experiment in evolving a new form of 
organised national, social-economic life cannot as yet 
be said by any means to have reached its final stage. 
Notable progress has, however, been made, and, while 
the courage and determination shown in its conduct 
evoke the admiration, the results hitherto obtained, 
and the final achievement to which it is directed, merit 
the closest attention of the rest of the world. A great, 
intelligent and hard-working people, rich in tradition— 
a people whom the events of their history had, per- 
chance, rendered particularly receptive to the concep- 
tions on which this new idea of social economic life is 
based—have, under a leadership which inspires their 
full trust, won through as a preliminary step in the 
conduct of the experiment, to a confidence in them- 
selves, and in their future, which in these days of doubt 
and misgiving, is an asset of the greatest national value. 


ForEIGN TRADE IN 1932 


The total foreign trade of Italy in 1932 was valued at 
15,068°6 million lire. This total was made up of im- 
ports valued at 8,257-4 million lire and exports valued 
at 6,811-2 million lire. There was therefore an adverse 
balance of 1,446-2 million lire in 1932. The total foreign 
trade of Italy in 1932 showed a shrinkage of 31:0 per 
cent. as compared with the previous year, and of 48°9 
per cent. as compared with 1930. The value of imports 
in 1932 was down by 29:1 per cent. as compared with 
1931 and 52:4 per cent. in comparison with 1930; the 
value of exports in 1982 was lower by 333 per cent. and 
43-8 per cent., respectively. There was a small frac- 
tional increase in the adverse trade balance in 1932 as 
compared with the balance of 1931, but it was only 
27-6 per cent. of that of 1930. 

In considering these figures it is necessary to bear 
in mind the fact that prices of commodities have fallen 
considerably between the beginning of 1930 and the 
end of 1932. According to the calculations made by 
the Consiglio Provinciale dell’Economia Corporativa, 
of Milan, there was a contraction of 9°8 per cent. in the 
average index numbers of the prices of commodities 
imported in 1932 as compared with the prices of those 
imported in 1931, and of 24-4 per cent. as compared 
with 1930. 

In the case of raw materials for industry imports in 
1932 were less by 782-9 million lire, or 20:8 per cent., 
than those of 1931 and by 2,699°8 million lire, or 47°5 
per cent., than those of 1980. Imports of semi-worked 
materials were less by 781:3 million lire, or 31-7 per 
cent., than in 1931 and by 2,079-1 million lire, or 55:3 
per cent., than in 1930. As regards manufactured goods 
imports during 1932 were less by 750-4 million lire, or 
31-1 per cent., than those of 1931 and 2,024-4 million 
lire, or 54:9 per cent., than in 1930. The heaviest 
decline last year was shown in foodstuffs and livestock, 
the import of which was down by 1,071-0 million lire, 
or 35-6 per cent., from 1931 and by 2,285-9 million lire, 
or 54-2 per cent., from 1930. 

The weight of raw materials imported during 1932 
was 2,610,000 tons, or 16-9 per cent. below the weight 
of those imported during 1931, and 5,656,000 tons, or 
80:5 per cent. below 1930. In semi-worked materials 
the weight of imports during 1932 was 239,000 tons, or 
99 per cent. less than during 1931 and 963,000 tons, 
or 80°7 per cent. less than in 1930. As regards manu- 
factured goods, imports in 1932 were 33,000 tons, or 
y-2 per cent. below the weight of the imports during 
1931 and 170,000 tons, or 34:2 per cent. under 1930. 
The weight of the imports of foodstuffs and livestock 
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in 1932 was 663,000 tons, or 22-2 per cent. below im- 
ports during 1931 and 999,000 tons, or 30°1 per cent. 
lower than those of 1930. The weight of total imports 
into Italy in 1932 was 3,545,000 tons, or 16:7 per cent. 
below the weight of the total imports in 1931 and 
7,788,000 tons, or 30°6 per cent. below those of 1930. 


FOREIGN TRADE IN 1933 


During the first six months of the current year the 
trade of Italy continued to shrink both as regards im- 
ports and exports. According to provisional figures the 
value of the total trade during this period amounted to 
7,045 million lire, imports accounting for 3,919 million 
lire and exports for 3,126 million lire, the adverse trade 
balance for the period being 793 million lire. During 
the corresponding six months of 1932 the total trade 
amounted to 8,195 million lire, of which 4,726 million 
lire represented imports and 3,469 exports, giving an 
adverse trade balance of 1,257 million lire. 

During the first three months of this year, 176,315 
tons of wheat were imported as compared with 238,796 
tons during the first three months of 1932; 26,862 tons 
of maize against 176,409 tons; 63,499 tons of raw 
cotton against 63,472 tons; 31,199 tons of wool, raw 
in a greasy state, against 24,383 tons; 136,111 tons 
of iron and steel scrap against 129,247 tons, and 
2,228,602 tons of coal and coke against 2,106,059 tons. 
The increase in imports of the raw materials of the 
textile and siderurgical industries appears to bear out 
the reports of greater activity in these industries. 


TRADE WITH PARTICULAR COUNTRIES 


Approximately four-fifths of Italy’s foreign trade 
is transacted with 23 countries, of which 15 are in 
Europe, one in Asia, three in Africa and four in the 
Americas. In 1932 Italy’s principal markets were 
Germany, the United Kingdom, the United States, 
Switzerland, France and Argentina, in the order 
named. The countries from which she drew the bulk 
of her requirements in that year were, in order of im- 
portance, the United States, Germany, the United 
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Kingdom, Austria, France, Argentina, the Soviet 
Union, Switzerland and British India. 

Italy had a favourable trade balance on the year’s 
trade with only five countries, namely, Switzerland, 
Egypt, France, Albania and Austria, while in the pre- 
vious year her trade with Switzerland, France, 
Argentina, the United Kingdom, Egypt, Austria, 
Bulgaria, Greece and Albania, had resulted in balances 
in her favour.

[RADE WITH THE BRITISH EMPIRE 


As will be seen from the tables given under the 
section of the Report dealing with the trade between 
Italy and particular countries, the percentage of the 
value of the goods imported into Italy from those parts 
of the British Empire for which figures are available 
during 1932 was 15-1 per cent. of the value of the total 
imports into the country. In 1931 and 1930 the per- 
centages had been 16:1 and 17°9 respectively. 

The United Kingdom’s share of the total imports 
into Italy was 8-9 per cent. in 1932, against 9-4 per 
cent. in 1931 and 9°6 per cent. in 1930. In view of the 
general economic conditions and especially in view of 
the proportionately large decrease in manufactured pro- 
ducts, it cannot be said that the United Kingdom’s 
proportion of Italy’s import trade last year was 
altogether unsatisfactory, when it is considered that 
the adverse balance of 102°1 million lire of 1931 was in 
1932 turned into a balance of 1-4 million lire in favour 
of the United Kingdom. 

Last year 51°‘7 per cent. of the value of the total 
imports into Italy from the United Kingdom repre- 
sented coal and coke; imports of machinery repre- 
sented 7-4 per cent. of the total; wool, raw and waste, 
6:1 per cent.; woollen fabrics, 5:5 per cent.; and 
sulphate of copper, 1-1 per cent. 

The British Empire absorbed 14°6 per cent. of Italy’s 
total exports last year, as against 14°8 per cent. in 1931 
and 12-1 per cent. in 1930. Italian exports sent to the 
United Kingdom in 1932 represented 10°8 per cent. of 
Italy’s total exports, against 11-7 per cent. in 1931 and 
9 per cent. in 1930. 


SHIPPING 


MOVEMENT AT UNITED KINGDOM PORTS IN SEPTEMBER, 1933, 
AND IN RECENT QUARTERLY PERIODS 


Foreign Trade.—The net tonnage of the vessels that 
rived at ports in the United Kingdom during Sep- 
tember, 1933, with cargo for discharge at the port of 
arrival, aggregated 6,882,000 tons, an increase of 
591,000 tons, or 9:4 per cent., as compared with the 
corresponding total for September, 1932. This is the 
third consecutive month in which a substantial in- 
crease, compared with a year earlier, has been recorded 
in the arrivals with cargo at United Kingdom ports, 
the increase in August having been 340,000 tons (5°2 
per cent.) and in July 380,000 tons (59 per cent.). 
Among the principal nationalities, British tonnage 
was higher in September than a year ago by 179,000 
tons, or 5 per cent., Norwegian tonnage by 81,000 
tons, or 23 per cent., and Dutch tonnage by 97,000 
tons, or 89 per cent., while the tonnage of French and 
United States vessels showed moderate declines. 
There was a considerable increase, amounting to 
246,000 tons, or 28 per cent., in the tonnage of vessels 
of ‘‘ Other nationalities,’’ Greek, Swedish, Russian 
and Finnish vessels contributing largely to this in- 
crease. About 59 per cent. of the net tonnage that 
arrived with cargo in September, 1933, was British, as 
against 62 per cent. in September of last year. 


The net tonnage of the vessels that arrived at any 
port without cargo for discharge at that port, recorded 
as arriving in ballast, amounted during the month to 
3,234,000 tons, this total being 93,000 tons, or 3°0 per 
cent. more than that for September, 1932. An in- 
crease of 100,000 tons, or 5 per cent., was recorded for 





British vessels, and of 33,000 tons, or 21 per cent., for 
Dutch vessels, but French tonnage declined by 22,000 
tons, or 10 per cent. The British proportion of the net 
tonnage that arrived in ballast was 67 per cent. in 
September, 1933, and 66 per cent. in September, 
1932. Of the total British tonnage that arrived 35 per 
cent. was in ballast in both years. 

The net tonnage of the vessels that departed during 
September, 1933, from ports at which they had loaded 
cargo for abroad, aggregated 6,024,000 tons, and 
was 210,000 tons (36 per cent.) more than a year 
earlier. Norwegian tonnage increased by 31,000 tons 
(20 per cent.), German by 41,000 tons (13 per cent.), 
Dutch by 44,000 tons (21 per cent.), and the tonnage 
belonging to the United States by 54,000 tons (51 per 
cent.), while small decreases were shown for British 
and French vessels. About 66 per cent. of the net 
tonnage that departed with cargo in September, 1933, 
was British, this proportion being 2 per cent. less than 
a year earlier. 

The net tonnage of the vessels that departed from 
ports at which they had loaded no cargo for abroad, 
recorded as departing in ballast, amounted during the 
month to 4,358,000 tons, this total being 358,000 tons 
(9-0 per cent.) greater than that for September last 
year. Substantial increases were recorded in respect 
of British vessels (208,000 tons, or 9 per cent.), Nor- 
wegian vessels (109,000 tons, or 39 per cent.), and 
Dutch vessels (105,000 tons, or 59 per cent.), German, 
French and United States tonnage, however, declined 
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by 27,000 tons (9 per cent.), 42,000 tons (22 per cent.) 
and 43,000 tons (29 per cent.) respectively. The 
British proportion of the net tonnage that departed in 
ballast was about 59 per cent. in both September, 
1933, and September, 1932, while of the total British 
tonnage that departed 39 per cent. was in ballast in 
the later and 37 per cent. in the earlier period.

The number and gross tonnage of vessels registered 
under Part I of the Merchant Shipping Act, 1894, that 
remained on the register at ports in Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland, including the Isle of Man and 
Channel Islands, as compiled from reports received by 
the Registrar-General of Shipping and Seamen up to 
and including September 30, 1933, were as shown in 
the table at the foot of this page. 

During the year ended September 30, 1933, the gross 
tonnage of motor vessels on the register at ports in the 
United Kingdom increased by 0-4 per cent., the gross 
tonnage of steam vessels decreased by 68 per cent., and 
the gross tonnage of sailing vessels decreased by 1-2 per 
cent. The total tonnage on the register was 1,164,000 
tons (5-7 per cent.) smaller at the end of September, 
1933, than a year earlier.

FOREIGN TRADE—ENTRANCES AND CLEARANCES 
DURING THE LAST FIVE QUARTERS 


Tables showing the entrances and clearances of 
vessels at ports in the United Kingdom during each of 
the last five quarterly periods appear on page 633. 
I'rom these tables it will be seen that the total net 
tonnage that entered and cleared with cargo in the 
third quarter of this year was greater than in the 
corresponding period of 1932 and showed a substantial 
increase, largely seasonal, in comparison with each of 
the three preceding quarters. Entrances with cargo 
were 4:5 per cent. greater than a year ago, while 
clearances wjth cargo increased by about 3 per cent. 
Entrances in ballast declined slightly as compared with 
a year earlier, but clearances were 3°4 per cent. greater.

cleared with cargo, of Norwegian, German, Dutch and 
French vessels, the figures for the three last-named 
nationalities being greater than in any other quarter 
shown. Entrances with cargo of British and United 
States vessels were somewhat less than a year ago, but 
while British clearances with cargo also showed a 
moderate decline, those of United States vessels were 
considerably greater. A marked increase, compared 
with any recent quarter, was recorded in the tonnage 
of vessels of ‘‘ Other nationalities ’’ that entered with 
cargo, Danish, Swedish, Finnish and Greek tonnage 
sharing largely in this increase. Clearances with 
cargo of vessels in this category also showed an appre- 
ciable increase compared with any of the four pre- 
ceding quarters, the nationalities chiefly concerned 
being Greek and Swedish. 

The tonnage that entered with cargo Jast quarter 
from ten of the trading areas was greater than a year 
earlier, the increase in respect of ‘‘ Northern Europe 
(Foreign),’’ ‘‘ East Africa, Persian Gulf, India,’’ and 
‘* West Indies and Central America (Atlantic Coast) °’ 
being substantial. The increase in the case of the 
Northern European area may be associated with greater 
shipments of timber from the Baltic and White Sea, 
while larger imports of refined petroleum from the 
Dutch West Indies have affected the tonnage arriving 
from the last-named region. Considerable increases 
were also shown, as compared with a year ago, in the 
entrances with cargo from *‘ South America (Atlantic 
Coast) ’’—reflecting a marked increase in consignments 
of wheat from the Argentine—and from ‘“‘ North 
America (Pacific Coast).’’ Decreases were recorded in 
respect of the Irish Free State, ‘‘ Eastern Asia and 
Islands in the Pacific,’’ and ‘‘ North America (At- 
lantic Coast).’’ As regards clearances with cargo, 
more than one-half of the trading areas showed in- 
creases last quarter compared with a year earlier. 
Clearances for ** Northern Europe (Foreign) ’’ were 
substantially greater, due partly to increased ship- 
ments of coal particularly to Sweden, Denmark and 
Germany. Appreciable increases were also shown for 
‘* Central and Eastern Mediterranean Countries,’’ 
‘* East Africa, Persian Gulf, India ’’ and the Atlantic 
Coast of North America, but there were reductions in 
the cases of the Irish Free State, ‘‘ Europe (Atlantic) 
and Western Mediterranean Countries,’’ “‘ West and 
South Africa ’’ and ‘‘ Eastern Asia and Islands in the 
Pacific,’’ the figures for the two last-named areas being 
slightly less than in any of the other four quarters 
under review.

INTERNATIONAL CODE OF SIGNALS 


The Standing Committee on the International Code 
of Signals met in London on October 25 under the 
Chairmanship of Dr. L. Burgin, Parliamentary Secre. 
tary to the Board of Trade, and was attended by repre- 
sentatives of France, Germany, Italy, Japan, Norway, 
United States of America and the United Kingdom. 

The circumstances in which this Committee has been 
formed are as follows :— 

The London Editorial Committee on the Code which 
met from 1928 to 1930 and compiled the 1931 Edition 
of the Code, realising that their work would require to 
be kept up to date, recommended that a permanent 
committee should be set up in London under the British 
Board of Trade for this purpose. The Committee would 
meet from time to time, as necessary, in order to deal 
with any matters which might arise in connection with 
amendments, additions, etc., to both Volumes of the 
Code. 

This recommendation was accepted in _ principle 
by the Sub-Committee on the International Code of 
Signals appointed by the International Radio-telegraph 
Conference which met at Madrid in 1932. The British 
Government was invited to take any steps necessary to 
carry the recommendation into effect and, having 
accepted the invitation, they thought it advisable to 
summon the Committee at this juncture as the Code is 
due to come into force internationally on January 1], 
1934. 


GREEK GOVERNMENT CONTRACTS 

The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at 
Athens has reported that a Circular dated September 15 
was issued by the Greek Government Supplies Com- 
mission relating to certain conditions which must be 
observed by persons or firms ‘‘ taking part in Govern- 
ment adjudications. ’’ 

The Circular provides that persons or firms tendering 
in respect of goods manufactured abroad shall give the 
name of the country of origin of the goods and shall 
also state whether they will import the quantities re- 
quired wholly or partly under the quota which they 
have been granted, or in excess thereof, following 4 
permit of the Ministry of National Economy. 

‘The Commission have the right to give preference to 
such goods or raw materials as will be imported within 
the quota granted to the importer, even if they are 
dearer. 


GEMSTONES 


The latest of the series of handbooks on the Mineral 
Industry of the British Empire and Foreign Countries 
published by the Imperial Institute, London, is one on

economic and statistical information available on this 
subject. 

The British Empire occupies an important position 
as a producer of gemstones. About five-sixths of the 
value of the world’s annual output of diamonds is pro- 
duced in the Empire; principally in South Africa, the 
Gold Coast, British Guiana and South-West Africa. 
Smaller Empire contributors include Tanganyika, Sierra 
Leone, India and Australia. 

The Empire is also well furnished with supplies of 
other important gemstones. Australia contributes opal; 
India and Ceylon provide jade, sapphire, ruby, spinel, 
agate, garnet, tourmaline, chrysoberyl, zircon, quartz 
gemstones, moonstone and many other less well-known 
varieties; South-West Africa possesses tourmaline and 
beryl, and the Union of South Africa has deposits of 
beryl and emerald. 

The introductory section of the Imperial Institute’s 
publication deals with the physical characters upon 
which the beauty and ornamental value of the stones 
depend, and briefly mentions the methods used for 
identifying different species. A description of the 
numerous minerals used as gemstones and their mode 
of occurrence is followed by an account of the methods 
used for cutting and polishing the stones, and by some 
notes on artificial gemstones. Other important sections 
are those on marketing and prices, the latter including 
a useful list of the London prices for cut gemstones of 
several qualities and weights. 

The world’s production and value for diamonds for 
1913 and 1920 to 1982 is shown, and statistics available 
regarding the production and trade in other gemstones 
are given later under each country. 

The main part of the book deals with each producing 
country, deseribing the stones obtained, the location, 
tvpe and extent of the deposits, and the method of 
working. Technical data for the expert and informa- 
tion of a more popular nature for the ordinary reader 
are also given. Deposits in the British Empire natur- 
ally receive greater consideration than those in foreign 
countries; but, in general, the information given is in 
proportion to the importance of the country as a gem 
producer.

MEDICAL TREATMENT OF MEN BURNED 
IN COLLIERY EXPLOSIONS 


A Report on the ‘‘ Medical Treatment of Men Burned 
in Colliery Explosions ’’ has recently been published by 
H.M. Stationery Office. While primarily directed to the 
treatment of men burned in colliery explosions, this Report 
should be of general interest to the medical profession, as 
the recommendations are applicable in many other circum- 
stances. 

The Report, which is the result of an enquiry instituted 
by the Secretary of Mines on account of the high propor- 
tion of deaths among men rescued alive after recent colliery 
explosions, outlines the first-aid treatment that can safely 
be given at the colliery. The place for the treatment of 
severe burns is, however, in hospital, and the Report lays 
great emphasis on the importance of removing burned 
persons to hospital with as little delay as possible. 

Though the Report is the outcome of action taken more 
particularly in connection with men burned in colliery ex- 
plosions, the treatment outlined is equally suitable for 
patients suffering from extensive burns or scalds received in 
factories, or in the home, and the Appendix contains notes 
and charts of great interest to doctors.

SHIPPING AND SHIPBUILDING IN 1932-33 


There has been little, if any, amelioration of the depressed 
condition of shipping during the year under review, which 
in some respects has been even worse than its two bad 
predecessors, states the Report for the twelve months ended 
July 30, 1933, of Lloyd’s Register of Shipping. 

The volume of goods carried has been less, and conse- 
quently the freight market has continued at very low levels. 
[n many cases, ships are still being operated without profit 
or proper provision for depreciation. While it is true that 
there has been a reduction in the amount of world tonnage 
laid up, which is now estimated at 12 million tons, as against 
15 million tons last year, this shrinkage is accounted for by 
the increase in the scrapping of old ships rather than by any 
general absorption into operation. 

In the circumstances, the fact that shipbuilding has 
reached its lowest ebb within living memory is not to be 
wondered at, for, under present conditions, the warld is 
largely overstocked with tonnage, and the disposal of this 
surplus must necessarily be a slow process. The inroads 
made by shipbreaking upon this redundant tonnage have 
heen rendered the more apparent this year by the absence 
of the usual replacements, and since June, 1932, over 
3,300,000 tons of shipping have either been sold for breaking 
up purposes or been lost through casualty. There is every 
indication that a similar, or even greater, reduction will 
be effected through the same causes in the next twelve 
months; and it may be assumed with some certainty that, by 
June, 1934, the world’s available shipping tonnage will have 
shrunk to the 1927 level of approximately 65 million tons, 
as compared with over 70 million tons in 1931. 

The Society’s statistics show that upwards of 18} million

449,751 tons gross. Although this figure is the lowest re. 
corded for nearly fifty years, it represents approximately 
60 per cent. of the world tonnage completed during the 
veriod. 

The decline in shipbuilding was especially marked in this 
country, as, of the amount quoted above, only 153,420 tons 
were constructed in Great Britain and Ireland, the remain. 
ing 296,331 tons being built abroad. 


PLANS PASSED FOR VESSELS TO BE CONSTRUCTED 


The number of plans submitted during the year ended 
June 30, 1933, of new vessels intended to be classed by the 
Committee of Lloyd’s Register showed a slight increase over 
the figure for the previous twelve months, viz. : —142 vessels 
of 323,600 tons gross, as compared with 139 vessels of 258,110 
tons gross, for 1931-32. Only 43 per cent. of this contem- 
plated tonnage (i.e. 93 vessels of 138,390 tons) is intended 
for construction in Great Britain and Ireland, the remaining 
57 per cent. (49 vessels of 185,210 tons) being for construc- 
tion abroad. 

Signs of a slight revival in shipbuilding, however, are 
apparent from the figures now available for the three months 
ended September, 1933, as, during this period, plans have 
been approved by the Committee for 55 vessels of 111,950 
tons gross. 

There were 127 vessels of 507,069 tons gross under con- 
struction throughout the world with a view to the Society’s 
classification at the end of June last. Of this total, 254,957 
tons were being built in Great Britain and Ireland and 
252,112 tons abroad. 


AGGREGATE OF TONNAGE CLASSED 


The total tonnage of merchant vessels afloat at the end 
of June, 1933, actually holding the classification of Lloyd’s 
Register was 32,460,743 tons gross, and the details thereof 
are given in the table at foot of this page. 

Including vessels under construction, the total number 
classed and intended for classification with Lloyd’s Register 
is 9,690 vessels of nearly 33 million tons—practically half 
the world’s shipping. 


VeESSELS BROKEN UP, Etc. 


From the figures at present available, it would appear that 
in the year ended June 30 last, 514 vessels of 1,871,848 tons 
were broken up. Since that date the work of demolition has 
commenced upon a further 152 vessels of 562,512 tons, and, 
in addition, 137 vessels of 492,951 tons are reported as having 
heen sold for breaking up, although actual work thereon 
has not yet started. 

It will be seen, therefore, that in fifteen months over 
2,900,000 tons of shipping have been scrapped or sold for 
that purpose. To this must be added over 400,000 tons lost 
in consequence of casualty or stress of weather, so that the 
total reduction of tonnage during this period is upwards of 
3,300,000 tons.

Oi1t TANKERS AND MOTORSHIPS 

The vessels completed to the Society’s classification during 
the year included 11 large motor tankers of 114,630 tons, in 
all of which the Isherwood system of longitudinal framing 
was adopted ; two small vessels, of 1,177 tons, were also built 
for the carriage of oil in bulk. It will be seen from a table 
given in the Report that for the first time since 1914 there 
is a slight decrease this year in tonnage. 

Thirty-nine motorships, of 188,020 tons, were completed to 
the Society’s class during the year under review. Of the 
4,663 motorships now in existence and of which the total 
gross tonnage is 10,200,392, 733 are of 6,000 tons and up- 
wards; 399 of these have tonnages between 6,000 and 8,000 
tons, 220 between 8,000 and 10,000 tons, 79 between 10,000 
and 15,000 tons, the remaining 35 being of 15,000 tons and 
upwards. 

Steamers Fitted for Oil Fuel.—Among the vessels classed 
by the Society during the year, nine steamers of 148,171 
tons were so fitted, this being 57 per cent. of the steamer 
tonnage classed.

OVERSEAS TRADE IN JUNE AND THE YEAR 
1932-33 

The Monthly Summary of Oversea Imports and Exports 
for June, 1933, and for the Trade Year 1932-33, recently 
made available by the Commonwealth Statistician at Can- 
berra, states that imports of merchandise (sterling) were 
valued at £4,528,000 sterling in June, 1933, as against 
£4,193,000 sterling in May; and exports of merchandise at 
£4,312,000 sterling, as compared with £5,898,000 sterling. 
Imports of merchandise increased 8 per cent., while exports 
declined 28 per cent. Total imports, including bullion and 
specie, were valued at £4,662,000 sterling, as against 
£4,274,000 sterling in May, an increase of 9 per cent. Total 
exports were £4,999,000 sterling in June, as compared with 
£6,633,000 sterling in May, a decline of 25 per cent. 

Imports of merchandise, valued at £4,528,000 sterling, 
were 6 per cent. above those during June, 1932, and exports 
of merchandise, valued at £4,312,000 sterling, were 3 per 
cent. higher than those for the corresponding month of 
last year. 

Imports of merchandise were £56,820,000 sterling during 
the vear 1932-33, as compared with £44,043,000 sterling

Prices or Various COMMODITIES 


A comparison of the average prices computed from the 
declared export value of the principal commodities sent 
overseas shows that the average declared prices for the 
following commodities were higher in June, 1933, than 
during the previous month:—Greasy and scoured wool, 
sheepskins (with wool), wheat, flour, butter, frozen lamb, 
tallow, and lead (pig). The following commodities remained 
practically at the same unit values :—Raisins, wine, frozen 
beef and mutton, and zinc, bars, blocks, etc. 


Compared with the averages for the previous trade year, 
the following commodities showed higher average prices 
during 1932-33:—Scoured wool, sheepskins (with wool), 
flour, raisins and zinc, bars, blocks, ete.

The Fruit Branch of the Dominion Department of Agri- 
culture at Ottawa reports that Canadian apple exports 
during the current season down to October 13 totalled 
593,970 barrels, 34,862 half-barrels and 215,108 boxes, as 
compared with 254,165 barrels, 16,983 half-barrels and 
315,045 boxes during the corresponding season last year. 


Cror PRosPEcts 

Apple crop prospects on October 1 were promising, 
weather conditions during September favourable and the 
fruit developed unusually well, in some instances entirely 
exceeding previous expectations. The quality of the crop 
in all provinces is also superior to that of previous years in 
most sections, as dry weather during a large part of the 
growing season aided considerably in checking the develop- 
ment of fungus diseases which together with an intensified 
spray programme enabled growers to maintain a fair 
measure of control. The Nova Scotia crop developed un- 
usually well during September and a record yield of high 
quality fruit is practically assured, while New Brunswick 
production is also expected to exceed last year’s figure. 
Hail damage in some Quebec districts will reduce the 
quantity of high-grade stock available, but September 
development was above normal, particularly on Fameuse. 
Favourable weather conditions in Ontario during the past 
month were reflected in rapid development both in size and 
colour. British Columbia prospects continue promising and 
the crop is comparatively free from insect pests and fungus 


diseases.

The July 
figure was the largest since October, 1930, while the total 
for the first eight months of 1933 was 16-5 per cent. greater 
than in the same period of 1932. 

_ The value of the import trade in June amounted to 
393°0 million F.mks., as compared with 314-5 million F.mks. 
= June, 1932, in July to 350-1 million F.mks. (300-5 million 
M.mks.), and in August to 388°5 million F.mks. (332-0 
million F.mks.). The improvement in the position, so far 
as imports are concerned, has thus been sustained in each 
of these months as compared with the corresponding months 
of 1932. The total value of goods imported into Finland 
during the first eight months of the current year was 
2,394°9 million F.mks., or 20-5 per cent. more than in the 
same period of 1932 (1,986-8 million F.mks.). 

By the end of May, 1933, exports were still somewhat less 
than for the first five months of 1932, but trade became so 
active during the summer that by the end of August the 
figure had already surpassed the total achieved during the 
same period of 1932. The monthly totals in 1933 were as 
follows:—June, 587-5 million F.mks. (493-6 million F.mks. 
in 1932); July, 692-4 million F.mks. (498-6 million F.mks.) ; 
and August, 579-3 million F.mks. (421-8 million F.mks.). 
Kxports in July were the greatest in value since July, 1930. 
At the end of August, 1933, exports had already amounted 
to 3,216°8 million F.mks., as against 2,830°6 million F.mks. 
in 1932 and 2,374-2 million F.mks. in 1931. The percentage 
increase over 1932 was approximately 14 per cent. 

The total surplus of exports during the three months 
June-August amounted to no less than 767 million F.mks., 
as compared with 467 million F.mks. in the same period 
of 1932. Thus by the end of August the favourable trade 
balance (821-8 million F.mks.) was only slightly less than 
for the first eight months of 1932 (843-8 million F.mks.). 
Though it may be anticipated that imports will continue 
to increase during the autumn, there is every reason to 
believe that the surplus of exports will be close on 1,000 
million F.mks. at the end of the current year.

It will be observed from the above table that imports 1n- 
creased in all categories with the exception of beverages 
and yarns and cords. The apparent reduction in respect 
of beverages is attributable chiefly to the purchase of large 
initial stocks by the Alcohol Monopoly immediately after 
the abolition of prohibition in 1932. It is, however, the case 
that imports of alcoholic beverages show signs of decreasing 
owing to the policy of the Monopoly in favouring the con- 
sumption of home produced alcoholic beverages. 

An analysis of the channels along which import trade 
has developed in recent months will show that whereas the 
largest increases in 1932 over the preceding year were in 
respect of goods of general consumption such as groceries, 
cereals, petrol, etc., the proportional increases in 1933 over 
1932 are more remarkable in the case of raw materials 
and machinery. Imports of machinery and apparatus, for 
instance, show a 56 per cent. increase, while metals and pro- 
ducts thereof were greater by 34 per cent. than in the 
previous year. The increase in respect of machinery 18 
largely due to purchases of plant for the paper industry, the 
total imports of which were valued at 39-8 million F.mks. 
in the first eight months of 1933, as compared with 7:0 
million F.mks. in the same period of 1932. The increased 
volume of iron and steel imports, 25°6 million F.mks., is

accounted for mainly by purchases of rails by the State 
Railways. Rail imports were only 1-4 million F.mks. in 
1932 and 1931 approximately 15 million F.mks. Imports 
under the section ‘‘ means of transport ” also improved by 
60 per cent., although there have been no signs, as yet, of 
larger purchases of automobiles. Increased imports of 
spinning materials by 21-6 per cent. is evidence of expan- 
sion in the local textile industry, but finished textile goods 
also show a rising tendency, 10-4 per cent. From the point 
of view of Finnish national economy it is gratifying that 
imports of raw material and machinery are developing at 
the expense of foodstuffs and other goods. Imports of raw 
materials show an increase of 25 per cent., machinery 35 per 
cent., foodstuffs 7 per cent., and manufactured goods 8 per 
cent. The two first groups accounted for 58 per cent. of 
total imports during the first eight months of the current 
year, and the two latter groups for 42 per cent., which is 
perhaps the lowest figure recorded for many years. 


Sources OF IMPORTS 


Imports from the United Kingdom continue to improve 
not only because of the general revival in the import trade, 
but also because Great Britain is securing an increased 
share of the Finnish market. It is true that purchases from 
the United Kingdom in June, 73°3 million F.mks., con- 
tracted slightly from the high level reached in May (79-9 
million F.mks.), but in July a figure of 87-3 million F.mks. 
was reached, or 24-9 per cent. of total imports, which is 
probably a record for the past ten years. In August imports 
were also maintained at a high level, 85-6 million F.mks. 
lt should be observed, however, that only a very small pro- 
portion of the goods sent out for ‘‘ British Week ’’ are con- 
tained in this figure. The total value of imports from the 
United Kingdom in the first eight months of 1933 amounted 
to 494-5 million F.mks., or 20-6 per cent. of the total, as 
compared with 385-1 million F.mks. and 19-4 per cent. in 
1932, and 261-7 million F.mks. and 12-2 per cent. in 1931. 
The United Kingdom trade thus increased by 20-6 per cent. 
over the same period in 1932, and by about 90 per cent. 
over 1931. 

In the first eight months of 1933, imports from Germany 
had improved by only about 10 per cent., i.e. from 584-2 
million F.mks. to 642-3 million F.mks., but are still some 
138 million F.mks. less than in 1931. 

[Imports from Sweden have been phenomenal this year. Up 
to the end of August Finland had bought from Sweden 
goods to a value of 246-2 million F.mks., as compared with 
155-3 million F.mks. in the same period of the previous year, 
an increase of no less than 58-5 per cent. As Finnish cxports 
to Sweden are, at the same time, showing a tendency to 
contract, the balance of trade is becoming more and more 
unfavourable, a fact which has not escaped the notice of the 
Finnish press. The increase in trade from Sweden is ac- 
counted for primarily by purchases of machinery on a larger 
scale than from any other country. Imports from America 
have improved slightly though less than the average increase 
for all countries. Imports from France continue to decline, 
and have now reached a point where they are not more than 
25 per cent. of the value of Finnish exports to that country.

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FRANCE 
FOREIGN TRADE, JANUARY—SEPTEMBER 
(rom the British Embassy) 
Paris. 
The returns of French foreign trade for the first nine 
months of this year show that the value of imports 
amounted to 21,608 million francs, as against 22,110 million 
frs. in the corresponding period of 1932, a decrease of 502 
million frs., or 2:3 per cent., and that of exports to 13,472 
million frs. ., as against 14,566 million frs., a decrease of 
1,094 million frs., or 7-5 per cent. 


During the first nine months of the year imports of food. 
stuffs fell by 790 million frs. (9-8 per cent.) and of manu- 
factured articles by 500 million frs. (11-7 per cent.), whereas 
there was a rise of 788 million frs. (8-1 per cent.) in those 
of raw materials. Exports of foodstuffs fell by 400 million 
frs. (19 per cent.) and of manufactured articles by 770 
million frs. (8-5 per cent.), but there was a rise of 76 million 
frs. (2-2 per cent.) in those of raw materials. 

In the first nine months of the year there was an un- 
favourable balance of visible exchanges amounting to 8,136 
million frs., as against one of 7,544 million frs. in the corre- 
sponding period of last year. In September the unfavour- 
able balance was again lower, amounting to 547 million frs., 
as compared with 709 million frs. in August, 750 million frs, 
in July and 975 million frs. in June. It was, in fact, the 
lowest in any month since January, 1932. 


As regards weight, imports in the first nine months of 
this year amounted to 36,505,000 tons, as against 35,358,000 
tons in the corresponding period of last year, an increase of 
1,147,000 tons; exports totalled 18,594,000 tons, as against 
17,389,000 tons, an increase of 1,205,000 tons. Imports of 
foodstuffs fell by 1,364,000 tons and of manufactured articles 
by 147,000 tons, but there was a rise of 2,658,000 tons in 
those of raw materials. Exports of foodstuffs fell by 28,000 
tons, but there was a rise of 950,000 tons in those of raw 
materials and of 283,000 tons in those of manufactured 
articles.

Imports declined by 10 million marks from 347 million 
mks. in August to 337 million mks. in September. The 
decline in value was not quite 3 per cent., whereas the 
decline in volume amounted to nearly 5 per cent. There 
were lower imports of rye, — 4-3 million mks.; kitchen 
vegetables, — 3 million mks.; rice, — 1:6 million mks.; 
textile raw materials, — 6-6 million mks.; animal oils and 
fats, — 1-9 million mks.; oilseeds, — 1:3 million mks.; and 
hides, — 1-1 million mks. There were increases in the 
imports of Thomas phosphate meal, + 1-9 million mks.; raw 
tobacco, + 1:5 million mks.; furs and fur goods, + 1% 
million mks., and electrical machines, + 1:7 million mks. 

There were smaller imports from the United Kingdom, 
Italy, Argentina, China and the Soviet Union, while ship- 
ments from Holland, Belgium, Poland and France increased. 


Export TRADE 


Exports advanced by 19 million mks. from 413 million 
mks. in August to 432 million mks. in September, an increase 
of nearly 5 per cent. in value. In volume the rise was 4 
little more than 5 per cent., as the average export prices 
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were lower. There were larger exports of wheat, + 2-6 
million mks.; textile finished goods, + 11-1 million mks.; 
electro-technical products, + 2-2 million mks.; toys, + 2 
million mks.; machine tools, + 1-6 million mks.; leather 
goods, + 1-5 million mks., and fur goods, + 1-4 million mks. 
Exports of tubes and rollers declined by 8-1 million mks. in 
consequence of smaller deliveries to the Soviet Union. There 
were increased exports to the United Kingdom, Holland, 
Poland and the United States. Exports to the Soviet Union, 
Yugoslavia, Spain and France declined. 


TRADE BALANCE 


The export surplus for September amounted to 95 million 
mks., as against 66 million mks. in August. For the first 
nine months of 1933 the export surplus amounted to 477 
million mks., as compared with 847 million mks. in the same 


period of 1932. 


SIAM 


RICE PRODUCTION, 1932-33 
(From the Acting Consul-General) 
BANGKOK. 
According to the final Report of the Department of Agri- 
culture, the crop for the year 2,475 (April 1, 1932, to March 
31, 1933) has been a very good one, the total production 
heing the highest since the last decade, with the exception 


of the year 2,469 (1926-27). 


The area planted in the year under review was 20,086,190 
rai, showing an increase of 768,760 rai as compared with the 
previous year and 2,144,890 rai against the average of the 
last ten years. The extent of damage was 1,264,910 rai, 
showing a decrease of 1,919,930 rai as compared with the 
previous year and 719,160 rai against the average of the 
lat ten years. The total yield of paddy was 85,273,410 
piculs, being 17,464,560 piculs more than a year earlier and 
11,413,000 piculs more than the average. The yield per 
rai, though slightly under the average of the last ten years 
hy 0-07 picul, was the highest since the previous four years, 
and worked out satisfactorily at 4:53 piculs. 


New Crop PLantTiINGs 


As regards the new crop, the area planted in 35 provinces 
of the Inner Circles as at the end of July was 7,385,000 rai, 
as against 6,257,000 rai at the same time of last year, show- 
ing an increase of 1,128,000 rai. The condition of the new 
crop is reported as follows: in twenty-nine provinces doing 
well, and in six provinces doing fairly well. 


TURKEY 
FOREIGN TRADE IN AUGUST 


The British Commercial Secretary at Istanbul reports that 
imports during the month under review amounted in value 
to £T.7,532,281, as against £T.10,490,924 during the corre- 
sponding month in 1932, while exports totalled £T.5,955,010 
and £T.4,681,434, respectively.

Department store sales in the metropolitan area of New 
York during the first half of October were 2-2 per cent. 
below those of a year ago, reports the London office of the 
Guaranty Trust Company of New York. September sales 
of 20 store chains were 5:7 per cent. above those of a year 
earlier. 

Professor Irving Fisher’s index of wholesale commodity 
prices for the week ended October 21 was 71-5, against the 
year’s highest of 72-2 the week before, and 71:1 the fortnight 
before. 


Average retail food prices during the second half of Sep- 
tember increased by 0-4 per cent. following a slight drop 
in the preceding fortnight.

AUSTRALIA 
LINSEED: EXEMPTION FROM PRIMAGE 
DUTY 


The High Commissioner for Australia has received cabled 
advice from the Commonwealth Government that linseed 
imported into Australia has been exempted from primage 
duty on and from October 26, 1933. 


GRANT OF CUSTOMS TARIFF PREFERENCE 
TO BRITISH NORTH BORNEO 


With reference to the notice in the ‘‘ B.T.J.”’ of August 
24 (page 265) and previous notices respecting the extension 
to a number of British Colonies of certain British Prefer- 
ential rates of Customs duty in force in Australia, the 
Board of Trade have received a copy of Customs Proclama- 
tion No. 248, which extends similar Customs Tariff Treat- 
ment to British North Borneo, with effect from September 
14. In addition, provision is made for the extension to 
British North Borneo of the British Preferential rates in 
respect of Tariff items 291 (C) (1) and 291 (H), which read 
as follows :—

The Board of Trade have also received a copy of Customs 
Proclamation No. 249, which extends the benefits of the 
British Preferential Tariff under the above-mentioned 
Tariff items 291 (C) (1) and 291 (H) to all other Colonies 
which have been granted Preferential Customs Tariff 
treatment in Australia. 


BRITISH NORTH BORNEO 


DUTY-FREE ADMISSION OF ADVERTISING 
MATTER 


The Board of Trade are informed that a Notification was 
published in the Official Gazette of September 1 to the 
effect that British printed advertising matter of no com. 
mercial or saleable value and not susceptible to use for pur 
poses other than advertising, when admitted as such by tlie 
chief local Customs Officer, has been added to the list of 
articles which are admitted into British North Borneo free 
of Customs duty. 


CHANNEL ISLANDS 


CUSTOMS DUTY RE-IMPOSED ON FORMALDE- 
HYDE IMPORTED INTO GUERNSEY 


With reference to the notice in the ‘ B.T.J.’’ of October 
26 (page 614), regarding the removal of Customs duty im- 
posed on foreign formaldehyde imported into Guernsey, the 
Board of Trade have received a copy of the Import Dutie: 
(No. 6) Order (Bailiwick of Guernsey), dated October 15, 
1933, made by the Board of Administration under the 
Import Duties Act (Bailiwick of Guernsey), 1932, which re- 
vokes the Import Duties (No. 1) Exemption Order (Baili- 
wick of Guernsey), 1933, and re-imposes the duty of 25 per 
cent. ad valorem on formaldehyde imported into Guernsey 
with effect from October 19. 

The Order also provides that the duty shall not be charged 
on formaldehyde which can be proved to have been ordered 
hetween October 2 and October 11, 1933. 


GRENADA 


AMENDMENT OF PREFERENCE 
REGULATIONS 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of Regulations, 
No. 8 of 1933, dated August 22, 1933, and effective 
from October 1, which provide that, for the purpose of 
Customs Tariff preference in Grenada, certain specified 
goods shall not be deemed to have been manufactured in 
the British Empire unless at least 50 per cent. of their 
total value is the result of labour within the British Empire. 
The list of such goods is the same as that adopted in St. 
Vincent (see the “ B.T.J.’’ of July 13 (pages 68 and 69) ). 
Hitherto, goods were not deemed to have been manufactured 
in the British Empire for the purposes in question unless at 
least 25 per cent. of their total value was the result of 
labour within the British Empire. 


IRISH FREE STATE 


INCREASED DUTIES ON CERTAIN ARTICLES 
OF APPAREL 


The United Kingdom Trade Commissioner at Dublin has 
forwarded to the Board of Trade a copy of the Emergency 
[mposition of Duties (No. 16) Order, 1933, which provides 
for the imposition of a duty of 20 per cent. ad valorem 
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in addition to any other Customs duty at present pay. 
able on the following goods imported into the Irish Free 
State on and after October 21. Such other Customs duties 
are shown in brackets :— 


Articles of the nature of coats, wraps, costumes, dresses 
or blouses not knitted, nor proofed, nor made 
wholly or mainly of leather or of fur, suitable for 
wear by women and all component parts and acces- 
sories of such articles. (Made wholly or mainly 
of woven tissues wholly or partly of wool or worsted, 
60 per cent. ad valorem (Full Rate); 40 per cent, 
ad valorem (Preferential Rate). Other, 45 per cent. 
ad valorem (Full Rate); 30 per cent. ad valorem 
(Preferential Rate).) 


Articles of the nature of personal clothing and wearing 
apparel made wholly or mainly of fur, other than 
gloves, and all component parts and accessories 
of such articles (45 per cent. ad valorem (Full 
Rate); 30 per cent. ad valorem (Preferential 
Rate).) 


The Order also provides that the following goods shall not 
be liable to the above-mentioned additional duty :—

Any article which, in the opinion of the Revenue Com-

KELANTAN 
CUSTOMS TARIFF MODIFICATIONS 


With reference to the notice in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of October 5 
(page 474), stating, inter alia, that the Customs duty on 
cotton piece-goods imported into Kelantan had _ been 
amended to 20 per cent. ad valorem or 5 cents per yard, 
whichever is higher (Full Rate) and 10 per cent. ad valorem 
or 2} cents per yard, whichever is higher (Preferential 
Rate), H.M. Trade Commissioner at Singapore has for- 
warded to the Board of Trade a copy of a Notification 
No. 65 of 1933, which shows that these duties apply also to 
piece-goods of linen, artificial silk, and all mixtures made 
of cotton, linen, artificial silk, silk and/or other materials.

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KENYA 
IMPORTATION OF POULTRY AND EGGS 


The Diseases of Animals (Poultry) Rules, 1933, made by 
the Governor of Kenya in Council on September 1 provide, 
inter alia, that poultry and/or eggs for hatching purposes 
may only be imported into Kenya if accompanied by a de- 
claration signed by the breeder certifying as to the freedom 
of the poultry from certain diseases.

KENYA AND TANGANYIKA 


IMPORTATION OF CERTAIN PISTOLS 
PROHIBITED 


Government Notices Nos. 606 and 144, dated September 
18 and 9, prohibit the importation into Kenya and Tan- 
ganyika respectively of safety, toy or alarm pistols which, 
in the opinion of the Customs authorities are capable of 
being converted into lethal weapons. 

In Tanganyika Territory pistols of the kinds above men- 
tioned are also prohibited entry if they have the appearance 
of lethal weapons. 


SIERRA LEONE 
EXPORT OF GUM COPAL PROHIBITED 


Order-in-Council No. 19 of 1933, dated September 15, 
prohibits the export of gum copal from Sierra Leone for a 
period of one year from January 1 next. 


FOREIGN 


BELGIUM 
IMPORT RESTRICTIONS: CEREALS 


With reference to the notice under the above heading in 
the “ B.T.J.”? of October 19 (page 574), H.M. Ambassador 
at Brussels reports that the Belgian Ministry of Agriculture 
announce that import licences for rye will be issued by the 
Antwerp Bureau issuing licences for wheat, and that licences 
for the importation of barley will also be delivered by the 
Bureau on payment by importers of a charge of 10 francs 
per 100 kilogs. The import of cereals other than wheat, rye 
and barley will continue without formality. 


BRAZIL 
INCREASED DUTIES ON FRENCH GOODS 


H.M. Ambassador at Rio de Janeiro reports, by tele- 
graph, that a Decree was published on October 25 providing 
for the application of double the rates of the General Tariff 
to French goods imported into Brazil. 

The Decree entered into force on publication, but the in- 
creased rates will not be applied to goods already shipped. 
The Decree will be revoked as soon as the French Govern- 
ment abrogate the Decree of July 8 which imposed restric- 
tions on the import of Brazilian goods into France. 


FRANCE 
IMPORT QUOTA FOR SUGAR 


The French “ Journal Officiel ’’ of October 25 contains an 
Order, dated October 23, which provides that the quota of 
sugar which may be imported into France up to October 15, 
1934. is to be 32,000 metric tons (net weight converted into 
refined sugar). Import continues to be subject to licence. 


GERMANY 
TURNOVER TAX VALUATIONS 


Under the Turnover Tax Ordinance of January 30, 1932 
(see the ‘« B.T.J.”’ of February 18, 1932 (pages 237-8) ), the 
Reich Minister of Finance was empowered to fix average 
values (valuations) for particular goods imported into Ger- 
many for the purpose of applying the turnover tax at the 
time of Customs clearance. The list of valuations fixed by 
the Order of May 10, 1933 (as amended by Order of June 1, 
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1933), has been revised by an Order dated October 23, effec- 
tive as from November 1, 1933. The new valuations as fixed 
by this latter Order are, in a number of cases, lower or 
higher than those previously in force, and particulars of 
the new valuations applicable to individual articles may be 
obtained by persons interested on application to the Depart- 
oo % Overseas Trade, 35, Old Queen Street, London, 
S.W. 1. 


GUATEMALA 
VALUE FOR DUTY 


H.M. Minister at Guatemala has forwarded a copy of a 
Decree (No. 1455) of September 30, which defines the basis 
for the assessment of ad valorem duties and for the collection 
of Consular dues. 


It provides that when the basis for the assessment of ad 
valorem duties is not expressly laid down in the Customs 
Tariff they. shall be levied on the net value of the 
merchandise. 


The Customs authorities may demand from importers the 
production of catalogues and other documents to prove the 
correctness of the values declared, or they may have recourse 
to the verdict of experts in the manner prescribed in the 
Customs Regulations. 


The basis for the collection of Consular dues, the rate of 
which is 4 per cent. ad valorem, will be the original net 
value of the merchandise, plus the cost of packing, when the 
Tariff law makes no stipulation to the contrary, but exclud- 
ing transportation costs, commissions, interest payments, 
insurance, postages or any other charge. 


LATVIA 
IMPORT RESTRICTIONS 


H.M. Consul at Riga has forwarded translation of a Gov- 
ernment Regulation dated October 12, 1933, authorising 
amendments in the import control regulations. The princi- 
pal modifications are summarised below :— 


During 1933 and 1934 imports of goods on the restricted 
list will be permitted up to quantities not exceeding the total 
quantities imported during the year 1932. This provision 
supersedes all previous authorised quotas. 


The Minister of Finance is empowered to fix a higher 
quota in respect of any class of goods should the quantity of 
such goods imported during 1932 appear to be insufficient 
for local consumption during 1933 or 1934. Similarly the 
Minister of Finance is empowered to fix annual quotas in 
respect of goods not enumerated or not entered in the Trade 
Statistics for 1932. 


The annual quotas fixed under these new regulations do 
not include quotas which have already been allotted or which 
may be granted in future to individual countries as a result 
of commercial treaties. 


The list of goods subjected to restrictions remains sub- 
stantially the same as under the previous regulations, with 
the exception that Coffee [Tariff No. 18] has been added. 


Barter transactions are authorised under the new regu- 
lations, as published in the “ B.T.J.”’ of October 12, 1933 
(page 526), with the following additions: 

Nore 1.—In the case of Fishermen’s Co-operative 
Societies exporting smoked, salted or fresh fish pro- 
ducts, transactions may be permitted where the value 
of the goods imported exceeds by not more than twice 
the value of the Latvian goods. 

Nore 2.—-Barter transactions concluded with foreign 
Governments or their establishments may be permitted 
with the consent of the Minister of Finance also in cases 
where the value ot goods to be imported in exchange for 
Latvian goods exceeds the value of the Latvian goods in 


question. 
MACAO 

PROHIBITION OF THE IMPORTATION OF 
ALCOHOL 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Lisbon 
reports that Decree-Law 23,092, dated October 7, provides, 
inter alia, that the importation of alcohol into Macao Ly 
private persons is prohibited and that in future importation 
will be restricted to the Governor. 
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MOROCCO (FRENCH ZONE) 
CONTROL OF TRADE IN SEED WHEAT 
The Moroccan ‘ Bulletin Official ’’ of September 9 con- 
tains an Order, dated August 30 and effective on October 1, 
which lays down measures for the control of the trade in 
seed wheat in the French Zone of Morocco. The Order 
provides that such seeds must not contain more than 1 per 
cent. total of impurities and not more than 2 per cent. of 
broken grain. Regulations are also laid down as to packing 
and labelling.

The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Warsaw 
has forwarded translation of a Ministerial Decree dated 
October 11 and effective as from that date, laying down 
revised lists of goods the importation of which into Poland 
is prohibited except under licence. The goods in question, 
which are arranged in accordance with the nomenclature of 
the new Polish Tariff, appear to be the same as those affected 
by the restrictions hitherto in force and are set forth in 
three lists covering (1) goods the importation of which is 
prohibited indefinitely ; (2) goods the importation of which 
is prohibited until April 30 1934; and (3) goods the importa- 
tion of which is prohibited if they originate in or arrive 
from Germany. 


REDUCTION OF MANIPULATION AND 
ACCIDENCE FEES 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Warsaw 
has forwarded particulars of an Order, dated October 10 
and effective as from October 11, 1933, which contains re- 
vised consolidated regulations regarding the levy by the 
Polish Customs of manipulation and accidence fees, and 
regarding the fees charged for the issue of import and export 
permits. The rate of the manipulation fee on goods liable 
to the payment of Customs duty (by whatever route arriv- 
ing) is reduced from 20 to 10 per cent. of the amount of the 
Customs duty; the rate of the accidence fee (which is only 
applied when consignments of dutiable goods are incom- 
pletely declared in writing or not declared at the due time) 
is reduced from 10 to 5 per cent. of the amount of the 
Customs duty; with these exceptions the regulations are 
substantially the same in effect as those previously in force.

H.M. Consul-General at Bangkok reports that under the 
Customs Tariff Amendment Act (No. 9), dated September 21, 
the duty on cement imported into Siam has been increase: 
trom 9 baht to 11-30 baht per metric ton.

PAYMENT OF CUSTOMS DUTIES 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Madrid 
reports, by telegraph, that the rate of surcharge for the 
period November 1-10 in respect of import and export duties, 
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Customs fines, etc., paid in Spanish silver coins or notes of 
the Bank of Spain has been fixed at 131-73 per cent.

SWITZERLAND 
PFURTHER IMPORT RESTRICTIONS: FUELS 


The Swiss ‘‘ Zollnachrichten ”’ of October 21 contains a 


Decree, dated October 20 and effective immediately, which 
provides that solvent-naphtha, mineral oils and tar oils not 
specified in the Tariff (Tariff No. 1128) may be imported 
into Switzerland only under an import certificate obtained 
from the ‘ Office Central des Combustibles Liquides,”’ at 
Zurich. 


A further Decree, dated October 18 and effective as from 
October 24, provides that straw (ex Tariff No.21la) and peat 
litter (Tariff No. 211b) may be imported only by the 
‘‘ Société Coopérative Suisse des Céreales et Matiéres four- 
rageres ’’ at Berne. This organisation has announced that 
import will be subject to quotas, which will be granted only 
to concerns which imported in 1931, and on the basis of their 
imports in that year. Applications for quotas must reach 
the Society by November 15. 


INCREASED DUTY ON CERTAIN FRUIT 


The Swiss ‘** Zollnachrichten ”’ of October 21 contains a 
Decree, dated October 13 and effective as from October 19, 
which increases from 10 to 40 frs. per 100 kilogs. the duty 
on Southern fruits not specified in the Customs Tariff, in- 
cluding pineapples and bananas (Tariff No. 39b) imported 
into Switzerland. 


EXPORT DUTY ON CERTAIN NEW WATCH- 
MAKING MACHINERY 


The Swiss ‘*f Zollnachrichten’’ of October 21 contains a 
Decree, dated October 17 and effective as from October 18, 
which imposes an export duty of 3,000 Swiss francs per 100 
kilogs. gross on new machinery for the manufacture of rough 
parts (plates with screwed-on bridges), wheels, cog wheels, 
escapements, cases, etc., for watches. 


(In November last an export duty of 2,000 frs. per 100 
kilogs. was imposed on used watch-making machinery of the 
above kind. ]

Proposed Tariff Changes 


NEW ZEALAND 


REPORTED TRADE AGREEMENT WITH 
AUSTRALIA 


The Dominions Office have forwarded to the Board of 
Trade a copy of a telegram to the effect that a Trade Agree- 
ment has been completed between Australia and New 
Zealand under which Customs Tariff preference is to be 
granted by each country to the other. The Agreement, 
which is to be brought into force by Proclamation after 
ratification, is now being considered by the New Zealand 
Parliament.* 





Under the Agreement Australia will grant the British 
Preferential rates of duty to New Zealand, except in respect 
of certain classes of goods for which lower rates are pro- 
posed. The chief of these, together with the rates of duty 
proposed, are as follows (the corresponding British Preferen- 
tial rates are shown in brackets) : 

Wines —4s. per gallon (19s. per gallon) ; 

Bacon and ham—2d. per pound (3d. per pound) ; 

Stilton cheese-—free of Customs duty (6d. per pound) ;
